The  second  distinctive  variety  of  Alfalfa 
is  commercially  known  as  the  Variegated 
Alfalfa.  This  variety  has  a  variegated  blos¬ 
som  and  a  branched  or  spreading  root 
system.  The  crown  of  the  plant  is  natural¬ 
ly  larger  and  grows  more  underground. 
There  are  many  different  strains  of  this 
variety.  The  hardiest  of  all  and  without  a 
doubt -the  best  and  most  favorably  known 
strains  are  the  Baltic,  Grimm,  Cossack  and 
Disco  28  Alfalfa.

As  in  the  case  of  Grimm 
Alfalfa,  the  quantity  of  Baltic  seed  produced  in  the 
United  States  is  rather  limited  and  the  same  pre¬ 
cautions  are  necessary  in  purchasing  it.”

We  believe 
it  is  wiser  to  stick  to  a  pedigreed  stock  of  a  variety  that  you  can  depend  upon  to  ripen  and  “make 
corn”  rather  than  take  a  long  chance  on  some  later  ripening,  heavier  yielding  sort  and  be  caaght. 
We  recognize  that  there  are  some  years  that  you  “get  by,”  but  if  the  average  of  a  period  of  years 
is  taken  we  are  convinced  that  by  following  our  advice  you  will  be  ahead. 
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GOLDEN  KING— Yellow  Dent— Described  by  the 
raiser  as  “The  Wonder  Corn  of  Northern  Iowa.  Since 
1923  this  Corn  has  consistently  outyielded  all  other 
varieties  entered  in  competitive  yield  tests. 

The  average  ear  is  8  to  9  inches  long,  has  16  rows, 
kernels  blocky  and  full  at  tips  with  medium  smooth 
d'ent. 

The  cob  is  small,  woody  and  free  from  moisture. 
Shanks  small,  stalks  medium  size  and  height  and 
stand  well  under  normal  conditions.  Easy  to  husk. 
Matures  in  about  100  days.  Average  shelling  per¬ 
centage  85%  or  over.  In  the  yield  test  at  Canton, 
South  Dakota  this  variety  yielded  66.8  bushels  per 
acre.

in  Northern  Wisconsin.  A  short  season  variety 
sometimes  described  as  the  earliest  dent  corn  worth 
growing.  Our  seed  was  grown  north  of  Mitchell 
from  certified  seed  imported  direct  from  Wisconsin. 
It  sure  matures  early. 

COLD  RESISTANT  GOLDEN  GLOW— A  selection 
from  Golden  Glow,  bred  to  withstand  cold  weather 
at  planting  time,  specially  recommended  for  Northern 
conditions. 

WIMPLES  YELLOW  DENT— 100  to  110  days. 
This  variety  is  very  popular  in  many  districts  where 
it  seems  to  excel  all  other  and  we  recommend  it  for 
trial  where  other  varieties  already  tried  have  not  been 
entirely  satisfactory.  It  belongs  to  the  early  type  of 
Yellow  Dent,  especially  adapted  for  the  Northwest. 
The  size  of  the  ear  is  surprising,  averaging  from 
9  to  9 Y2  inches  in  length  and  from  9  to  10  inches  in 
girth,  containing  from  16  to  18  rows.  One  of  the 
best  short  season  varieties  on  the  market.  Good 
drought  resister. 

DISCO  PRIDE — Yellow  Dent — 80  to  85  days.  A 

very  early  variety  of  Corn.  Especially  well  adapted 
to  the  northern  part  of  South  Dakota,  North  Dakota, 
Montana  and  Western  Canada.  The  outstanding 
features  of  Disco  Pride  are  its  earliness,  deep  kernel, 
small  cob,  and  its  ability  to  resist  dry  weather. 


EARLY  MURDOCK  GOLDEN  DENT— This  has 
be  n  a  standard  variety  for  many  years,  and  it  may 
safely  be  claimed  for  it  that  it  is  one  of  the  earliest 
of  the  deep  kernelled  types.  It  matures  in  90  to 
95  days,  growing  7  to  9  feet  high.  Ears  are  in¬ 
clined  to  roughness,  somewhat  short,  about  6  to  8 
inches,  but  quite  thick,  generally  16  to  20  rows.

RAPE  can  be  put  to  quite  a  number  of 
uses.  It  may  be  sown  alone  as  a  spring 
crop  to  provide  early  pasture.  It  may  be 
sown  with  spring  grain  to  provide  summer 
pasture  after  the  grain  is  cut.  In  this 
latter  case  it  is  better  sown  after  the  grain 
is  up  and  the  ground  dragged  immediately 
after  sowing  to  cover  the  seed.

Rape  may 
also  be  sown  just  before  the  last  cultiva¬ 
tion  of  corn  to  provide  fall  pasture  while 
“hogging  off”  the  corn.  Rape  may  be  sown 
with  fall  rye  to  provide  fall  pasture.

EARLY  AMBER  FODDER — This  earliest  of  all 
fodder  cane  is  becoming  more  in  demand  every 
year.

It  is  par¬ 
ticularly  adapted  to  the  Northwest,  and  succeeds 
unusually  well.  Sow  broadcast  at  the  rate  of  40 
to  60  pounds  per  acre. 

DAKOTA  AMBER  SORGHUM— The  earliest,  rich¬ 
est,  and  best  Sorghum  Cane  grown  in  the  North¬ 
west  for  making  syrup.  Drill  in  rows  3%  feet 
apart  at  the  rate  of  five  to  eight  pounds  per 
acre. 


Feterita 

Another  Sorghum  Family  grain  introduced  by 
the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  from  Africa. 
It  is  a  quite  popular  high  yielding  grain  crop 
relished  by  all  live  stock,  and  especially  recom¬ 
mended  for  poultry.  It  is  very  drought  resisting, 
early  and  immune  from  the  attacks  of  insect  pests. 
Grown  for  grain,  sow  in  rows  3%  feet  apart,  5  to 
8  pounds  per  acre  and  cultivate.  Grown  for  fodder 
broadcast  25  pounds  per  acre. 

Kaffir  Corn  and  Milo  Maize 

Makes  excellent  fodder,  either  green  or  cured. 
Stalks  grow  4  to  5  feet  high,  are  very  leafy  and 
relished  by  all  live  stock.  Grown  for  seed,  yields 
35  to  50  bushels  per  acre.  Grown  for  grain  sow 
in  rows  3  feet  apart,  5  to  8  pounds  to  the  acre. 
Grown  for  fodder  broadcast  25  pounds  to  the  acre. 


Possibly  no  other  single  crop  came  so  rapidly 
in  favor  as  an  agricultural  asset  as  the  Soy  Bean. 
A  few  years  ago  it  was  spoken  of  as  a  good 
crop  for  Southern  planting.  Its  value  was  early 
recognized  by  progressive  farmers.  The  various 
State  Agricultural  Colleges  have  given  a  great 
deal  of  attention  to  this  plant,  and  as  a  result 
of  their  work,  varieties  are  now  available  which 
are  adapted  for  growing  in  any  state  in  the  Unioi>— 
North,  South,  East  or  West. 

Soy  Beans  are  more  resistant  to  heat  and 
drought,  and  will  adapt  themselves  to  thin  and 
acid  soils  more  readily  than  any  other  leguminous 
crop.  Soy  Bean  Meal  ranks  with  oil  meal  as  a 
concentrated  feed  for  cattle,  dairy  cows,  sheep 
and  hogs.  The  hay  is  almost  equal  to  Alfalfa  in 

feeding  value.  Being  an  annual  legume  they  rank 
high  as  a  soil  builder.  When  used  in  the  silo  in 

conjunction  with  corn,  the  added  protein  avail¬ 
able  makes  a  very  valuable  contribution  to  the 
feeding  value  of  silage.  We  recommend  planting- 
soy  beans  in  the  corn  by  mixing  in  the  seed  corn. 
This  makes  a  wonderful  crop,  either  for  “hogging 
off,  silage,  or  stalk  pasture  after  husking  the 
corn.

Field  Beans 

Grow  these  for  winter  use.  All  our  seed  is  Da¬ 
kota  grown,  perfectly  acclimated,  will  grow  quickly 
and  mature  rapidly. 

GREAT  NORTHE’RN — Originally  grown  by  the 
Indians,  very  hardy  and  early ;  much  improved  by 
selection,  and  we  consider  them  the  best  quality 
White  Bean  in  cultivation.

One  of  the  best  annual  legumes  for  the  North¬ 
west  as  the  cool  temperature  at  night  seems  to 
suit  them,  and  they  make  their  best  growth  under 
these  conditions.  If.  sown  with  oats,  they  make 
excellent  feed,  are  more  easily  harvested,  and  if 
necessary  can  be  separated  in  cleaning. 

CANADIAN  FIELD— Grow  to  a  height  of  A  feet 
and  will  yield  from  30 .  to  40  bushels  per  acre; 
Broadcast  90  to  100  pounds  alone  and  75  to  90 
pounds  with  oats  per  acre. 


Buckwheat 

An  excellent  catch-crop,  develops  very  rapidly, 
useful  either  for  hay  or  if  allowed  to  mature 
gives  an  excellent  grain  crop  for  poultry  feeding 
and  household  use. 

JAPANESE — The  best  variety  for  the  Northwest. 
Produces  its  seeds  earlier,  resists  drought  and  is 
very  dependable. 

SILVER  HULL — While  not  so  early  as  Japanese, 
is  preferred  by  millers,  as  it  makes  whiter,  better 
and  more  nutritious  flour.  A  nice  variety  where 
bees  are  kept.  Broadcast  40  pounds  per  acre. 


Sunflower 

RUSSIAN  GIANT— The  value  of  this  plant  has 
been  demonstrated  with  unusual  emphasis  during 
the  past  few  years  and  it  is  now  being  used  ex¬ 
tensively  as  far  north  as  Edmonton  in  the  Canadian 
West.  Used  in  the  silo  either  alone  or  in 
conjunction  with  corn.  It  provides  excellent  feed 
and  gives  a  heavier  weight  per  acre  in  the  North 
than  can  usually  be  obtained  by  planting  of  corn. 
Aside  from  its  value  in  the  silo,  for  poultry  feed¬ 
ing,  it  is  second  to  none.  Dry  stalks  make  excel¬ 
lent  kindling.  Plant  at  the  rate  of  10  pounds  per 
acre.

A  FEW  POINTERS  ON  MAKING  A  LAWN 

On  nearly  all  kinds  of  soil  it  pays  to  work  into 
the  top  6  inches  some  well  rotted  manure.  The 
manure  has  to  be  well  rotted  otherwise  any  weed 
seeds  in  the  manure  will  germinate  and  injure  the 
lawn.  One  should  bear  in  mind  that  to  get  an 
ideal  lawn  the  surface  lias  to  be  level.  Try  and: 
cover  the  seed  half  an  inch  deep,  then  go  over  it 
with  a  light  roller.  Do  not  expect  to  get  a  good 
lawn  unless  the  soil  has  been  worked  up  to  a 
dust  mulch.  In  dry  weather  when  you  water  it 
be  sure  to  soak  it  thoroughly.  A  good  lawn  will 
improve  with  age  when  proper  care  is  taken  of  it. 
In  the  event  of  well  rotted  manure  not  being  avail¬ 
able,  we  strongly  recommend  Armour’s  Lawn  and 
Garden  Fertilizer.
